HISTORY OF FELLOWSHIP BAPTIST 
CHURCH : 


Located about 12 miles north of 
Meridian, in the Center Hill 
Community - 


Begin in 1838 


It was the Saturday before the second Sunday ef april 
1838, that 12 Citizens met in the Benjamin Carpenter 
Home for the purpose of erganiging a Chureh of the Old 
Baptist belief. In the intervening years many changes 
have taken place in Lauderdale County, including the 
beginning ef the city of Meridian. But on the same site, 
Fellowship Baptist Chureh has centinued. It is the 
secend eldest ehuroh in Lauderdale County. 


The members chose the name Fellewship, in June ef 1858, 
and the first chureh building, a log. strueture, was 
eompleted the first year. 


In it's leng history there have been- five chureh 
buildings. The first one, built of logs, served 46 years. 
until 1884, when it was replaced by what was deseribed 
as an up and dewn plank exterior. In 1906 an impreved 
one roem wooden building was ereeted, whieh served until 
1949. At that time the first Sunday Sehoel Reems were 
built aleng with the new auditorium. In 1961 a new 
auditerium was built and the fermer auditerium divided 
inte educational space. In 1970 a new educational 
building was completed. The eld Educational Building 
was seld to Tommy Blizard, whieh he remedeled and has 
rented it as a dwelling heuse. - 


COMPLETE RECORDS 


Fellowship Baptist Chureh is unique in that it has it’s 
eomplete minute and recerd books, covering the entire 

144 years (1838-1982) of it's existance. Thirty sir 
pasters have served the church, only the last five ef 
whem have been full time. In order of their ministery

He was not & politician, but ws 
interested in anything for the betterment of his 
community.
